The prior art references of records (US 6,020,792; US 5,541,456) show a method of 
changing the SET/RESET latch output having first state and second state. The references of 
records fail to show that the SET/RESET circuit including a first latch transistor having a base 
coupled by a resistive element to the base of the SET transistor, and using a portion of a first 
current to bias the SET transistor at an operational point lower than a first threshold; a second 
latch transistor having a base coupled by a resistive element to the base of the RESET 
transistor, and using a portion of a first current to bias the RESET transistor at an operational 
point lower than a second threshold as called for in claims 40. Therefore, claims 40-44 are 
presently allowed.
